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CK100VDA: The Halifax ARC’s Commemoration of the Great Halifax Explosion of 1917. _deVEIFA 


Our club decided to commemorate this Dec. 6, 1917 catastrophe by getting the special call CK100VDA for the period 
of 2-10 Dec. 2017. It was made available to all club members for this 9-day period surrounding the exact centennial of 
the event, 9.05 AM, Dec. 6, 2017. The Halifax Explosion was the largest man-made explosion before the atomic bomb. 
The call’s prefix “CK” was chosen for its rarity, the “100” as it was the centennial, and “VDA” as this was the radio 
callsign of the HMCS Niobe, moored in Halifax Harbour in 1917. Surviving the enormous blast, Niobe’s Wireless 
Telegraph Officer George Harris, immediately radioed Camperdown, a government radio station 16 miles away, alerting 
the world to the explosion. 


This commemoration was to honor not just the victims, but also the hard work, compassion, kindness, and generosity of 
thousands of people from many parts of Canada and the US which alleviated the suffering and supported the survivors 
with food, shelter, and medical assistance. 

Operators worked from the club station, their home stations, and the radio station in Halifax’s Maritime Museum of the 
Atlantic (MMA). The MMA has an excellent display of pictures, accounts, and artefacts from the Halifax Explosion. 
Many US amateurs knew about the Explosion because they had visited Halifax and the Maritime Museum of the 
Atlantic. 

Below is a table of the results obtained by the 12 club members who operated as CK100VDA. European and US pileups 
were big, and if it weren’t for time restrictions and bad propagation we could have worked many more stations. Great 
interest was shown by many of the amateurs we contacted, and the many who had never heard of the explosion now 
have. We stopped to explain to all those with questions, and directed them to the pictures and description on 
CK100VDA’s QRZ.com page. Interestingly, I worked several British stations who regarded the Halifax Explosion as 
part of the terrible price Canada paid by joining Britain and the Allies in WW1, and they thanked us for our sacrifice 
and support.

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News from the Halifax ATS: January 2018 


The Halifax Auxiliary Telecommunications Service, or 
Halifax ATS, is an operational vehicle through which 
HARC contributes to emergency telecommunications 
when a man-made or natural disaster strikes our 
community. This service is a joint effort of amateur radio 
clubs in the Halifax region and functions under the 
direction of the Halifax Emergency Management Office 
(EMO). 


NEWS: Late December and early January offered some 
severe weather events that caused widespread power 
outages and environmental and property damage over 
many parts of the Maritimes, although the exact impact 
varied. Along with many of you, I lost power on 
Christmas Day and then again on 3 January when we 
were hit by a “weather bomb” i.e. a winter hurricane! 
Late Friday power and telecommunications services were 
finally restored. 


On Thursday, 4 January, as the storm was building up, 
Halifax EMO asked the Halifax ATS to stand-by for 
possible activation. This proved unnecessary. However, 
Dave Musgrave, VEIEDA, acting as our Communi- 
cations Advisor with EMO, monitored HARCS 2 meter 
repeater- VEIPSR (147,27+) - and activated our Winlink 
messaging system. Thanks, Dave, for taking the lead on 
this event. 


In mid-December The Basic Amateur Radio 
Certification (BARC) Course graduated nine (9) new 
amateur radio operators with an average of 86 on their 
exams! Congratulations to our new colleagues, and to 
Wayne Harasimovitch, VE1WPH, who very ably co- 
ordinated the course. We hope that a good many of the 
new operators will join the Halifax ATS and further 
develop their communications skills in emergency 
communications related public service.
